That does not mean that, with the heavy 
burdens that press upon them, they should also be prepared, 
without assistance, to tend the sick of other denominations,

S' MONER, rather than later, the whole question of athird Appeal 
for German Jewry will be upon us, and it is as wel! that we 
face the issue squarely and without delay. Itis nota pleasani issue 
Nobody is enamoured of sacrifice ; and sacrifice on the top of sacrifice 
sacrifice, indeed, without foreseeable end—excites our enthusiasm 
stillless. Weare only human. Nevertheless, | think it desirable. 
not to say urgent, that we should consider this question in all 
its broad aspects and reach a decision not dictated merely by 
impatience, however understandable, with appeals that never cease. 
Let me explain. There will be some among us who will sav: “ We 
have contributed to two funds. English Jewry has opened its purse 
to the tune of nearly £400,000. We have done all that we should be 
asked to do, and ought not to be called upon for more. We have. 
besides, our own troubles here at home. The English Jew and his 
impecunious Institutions have a right to our largesse, if largesse 
is to flow. We are sorry for our German co-religionists. But we 
can't help it. So let us liquidate the German problem, hope that 
the German Jews will muddle through somehow, and if they do not 
then just write off the effects of Hitlerism upon them as a dead loss 
one of the many with which the leaves of our racial ledger are strewn ' 


Ne’ I venture to say that there is a very serious “fault” in the 
logical structure of this argument.

Nor need we be 
surprised at the Nazis' action, Itis inevitable that, feeling the sting 


of foreign reproaches, they should endeavour to disseminate 
in other countries what they profess to regard as the justifi 
cation for their Jew-hatred. Once they spread their fiendish 
animosities abroad, they escape from their isolation as moral lepers, 
and their national strength is protected. That is the way with 
some revolutions or revolutionaries. The Soviet Government felt 
itself an outlaw. It set itself, through the Third International, 
with which it has always been said to be organically connected, to 
diffuse its doctrines over other lands, and make those countries 
Communist too. Where all foxes are tail-less, no tail-less fox can 
feel his position acutely. 
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\ ELL, this is the real meaning of the German catastrophe, and 

Jews have no option in the matter. They must fight. They 
just cant afford to let the theory of the one-race State ina 
which there is no room for them, win out. They can't allow the 
doctrine of the deified State to which the Jewish individual may 
justly and remorse essly be sacrificed, to pass without a grim resiat- 
ance. It is impossible for us to disinterest ourselves in the economic 
com pli ations which German relugees may create on the Con- 
tinent if they are not assisted. It is impossible to reply to 
the radio blasts of the Nazis with whining pleas that we 
have already given and that this is not a matter for which 
we are called upon to Strain our resources. We have to stand 
by the assailed section of our people, to help it weather the 
storm, so that our enemies everywhere should realise that the anti 
Jewish game is not worth the candle. Poor or rich, we cannot 
cravenly shuffle off our responsibilities, whether they be to German 
Jews or Polish Jews. To those among us, wherever they may be, 
who enjoy freedom and contentment, but especially those blest with 
wealth, Wot ld recall the memorable words of Morde ai to Esther 
' Think not with thyself that thou shalt escape in the King’s 
house more than all the Jews Is the much proclaimed brother 
hood of (he Jews just a fair-weather creed 
Watchman.

WINTER COUNCIL MEETING 


The Annual Winter Council Meeti: g of the Inter-University Jewish 
Federation was held recently at the Taitmud Torah Schools, Liverpool, 
At the opening ses-ion, the delegates were wel omed, on behalf of the 
local Jewish Community, by Professor L. Rosenhead, who stressed the 
need for Jews to show dignity and responsibility in face of the many 
difficulties confronting them. 

Mr. P. D. J. Dervuirr submitted his report as Chairman and Foreign 
Secretary of the Federation. He referred to the position of Jewry when 
the Federation last met, since when, he said, there had been ho lImprove- 
ment. In dealing with the position and activities of the Federation, he 
said that a successful Summer School had been held at Battle, and that 
an issue of THE JEWIshH ACADEMY had been published. In foreign affairs 
the Federation had been working in harmonious co-operation with the 
National Union of Students, the International Student Service and the 
World Union of Jewish Students. He discussed the activities of these 
bodies and the measures that were being taken for the rehef of Jewish 
students in various European countries, 

Mr. I. L. SWIFT, in his secretarial :eport, sa'd that a joint publication 
scheme with the University Zionist Federation had been started with 
considerable success, but that had not been maintained. He referred to 
the relations of the Federation with its constituent societies and the 
varions bodies on which it was represented. He also mentioned that for 
the first time the Federation had been represented on the Board of Deputies 
of British Jews. 

Miss R. HEILBRON presented the financial report, which showed a 
balance in hand of over £20. Mr. C. D. Kappoport, Education Secretary, 
dealt with the work of his department, and Mr, |. L. Swift presented his 
report as Director of the Federation's Summer School. He concluded 
with a tribute to the Host and Hostess, Professor and Mrs, Brodetsky, to 
Dr. L. Jaffé, the Hon. Medical Officer, to Mr. M. J. Carter, the Assistant-

The Reichsvertretung der deutschen Juden,. ‘the official 
representative body of German Jewrv. has sent the following 
message tothe Jewish Communities oO! thie Siar, signed by Rabh 
Dr. Bae ik: the President ol the Reichsvertret Atte 
fifteen vears ot separation the Saar has returned to Gs rimans. 
In this historic hour we send the Jewish Communities of the 
Saarland a word of heartfelt association. You are now again 
joined with us; and we with you. We again share a common 
fate —common work, common cause and common concern. You 
are now confronted by new duties: we share them with vou 
Our aid will be mutual; true to the needs and the hopes of 
German Jewry, we shall stand together 

A similar message has been sent by the Federation of Jewish 
Communities in Prussia, opening the question of affiliation. Thi 
Jewish Press in Germany similarly makes the best of a bad job 
The C-V. ZeITUNG, the RtUNpscHALU, the 
ALLGEMEINE ZEITUNG and the SCHILD all welcome the ine!usion of 
a further 4.600 Jews under the shadow of the swastika. The 
RUNDSCHAL does make some effort to hint to the new victims 
what they are faced with. “~The Saar Jews who remain in the 
Saal it says. “and who have till. now lived in a ° Liberal 
enclave, will have to adjust themselves to new condit 5 
resulting from the changed conditions in . Germany The 
ALLGEMEINE ZEITUNG admits that “their fate, like ours, will 
not be easy. This fate must be borne with dignity. The SCHILD 
"did not expect anything else than that the Jews of the Saarland 
would follow the categoric imperative of supreme duty, without any 
conditions or reservations, even if it meant that they themselves 
would become subject to disadvantages . We join in the 
general jubilation with which the return of the Saar is welcomed in 
Germany, but in our joy their must mingle a little bitterness 
that rises from our woe-stricken hearts. 

Julius Streicher hailed the victory at a demonstration in the 
Adolf Hitler Square, Nureinberg, in the following terms: ™ Mat: 
Braun ‘the leader of the Status (uo Party) belongs #0 that race and 
that nation, which declared through the mouth of Walter Rathenau 
vears ago: ° Three hundred men. who know each other and are linked 
by blood, govern the world.” Into this one sentence he managed to 
get two lies. Max Braun.is not a Jew and Dr. Rathenau’'s alleged 
statement bas been proved a forgery in the Law Courts. He pro 
ceeded: “ Matz Braun was the emissary of the Jewish race, of the 
Jewish nation, who instructed him to prevent the people of the Saar 
returning totbeir motherland. You Germans of Nuremberg, never 
forget that aoJew stood at the head oftheterror! It was a Jew 
who. with the funds of the Jewish banks and the Jewish Stock 
Exchanges, strove to deprive 100,000 Germans of their right to 
belong to Germany. We shall never forget thata Jew was at the 
head of this infamy, and when we look beyond this victory into the 
future. what is our wish? We look forward to adav when the whole 
world will vote at a plebiscite, at which the question will be put to 
all mankind: * Will vou continue to make common cause with these 
murderers of Christ® Will vou go on living together with them, 
will you continue to endure it that the Eternal People 
oppress you and suck your blood?’ Bevond this day of rejoicing 
we look into the future, to the day of salvation, the day of liberation 
from the chains with which the Jew has shackled humanity. We 
believe in world peace, but world peace will only come when the 
power of the enemy of the world is broken. That enemy of the 
world is the eternal Jew, and we people of Nuremberg, we Fran. 
conians, are proud of the stand wehavetaken. We, orour children, 
will live to see the day when the world will have liberated itself 
from the eternal Jew. The day will come! ” 

In the Saar itself a number of Jews have received threatening 
letters telling them to leave. Nazi inscriptions have appeared on 
Jewish shops. Crowds of Nazis stand about jeering at Jews in the 
street; it is a common “joke” to imitate the action of a knife 
drawn across the throat. REUTER reports that no Jews dare 
complain to the police for fear that they will be beaten as atrocity

Oa Monday” 
evening a well-known supporter of the s afus quo movement, Paul 

Meyer, was shot dead in a house in Schaffhausen by a police 

inspector named T:ik, who had come to arrest him “ on a charge of 
falsifying documents.” According to the police inspector, Herr Meyer 

refused to surrender, presented a Mauser pistol, and was counting 

Siowly with intent to shoot when the inspector shot him. 

hut according to the DaILy TeLecrarn’s correspondent, “a 
group of policemen, headed by Inspector Tilk, informed Frau Meyer, 
a teacher at the local French school, that they had come to arrest 
her busband on a charge of fraud said to have been committed when 
he was Prefect of St. Goarshausen in 1922. The woman and her 
i4-years-old son protested at the intrusion of the police, but they 
forced their way into the house and pursued Herr Mever, who locked 
himself in the cellar. The former Separatist made a desperate 
effort to hold the door a tainst the poli e Inspec tor Tilk fired three 
revolver shots through the wooden pane! against which Meyer was 
leaning, and killed him.” The local police took no action, and it 
has now fallen to the Supreme Plebiscite Court to order the arrest 
of Inspector Tilk, a course which, to its credit, it has taken. 

A special correspondent of the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN at Su 
bach on the French frontier gives the following account of the 
persecution: “The fugitives from the smaller industrial villages 
and from the countryside seek safety in buildings owned bv the 
French mines, Here in Silzbach there were 106 men, women and 
children—of whom thirty were refugees from Germany, the rest 
Saarianders—in the messroom and the dormitories of the 
mines last night. The Nazi ‘Terror is mainly hiddén during 
the day; it does not show itself openly until nightfall. ‘Then 
persons are menaced, stones are thrown, windows are broken 
shots are fired (not at anyone, but simply to produce a scare 
But the Terror does not consist so much of downright violence 
us of threats about what will happen when Hitler takes 
possession of the Saar.

One of these torments was the pillory. The man (often a Jew) was 
dragged through the streets and insulted. spat upon, and beaten by 
the mob. In the Saar this torment is symbolised by a straw doll 
that is dangled at the end of a pole uader the window of the 
‘ Separatist,’ amid shouts of‘ Quack, quack, quack !' often after dark 
and by torchlight. The insinuation is also that the pillory will be 
followed by a hanging—on March Ist.’ A one-armed doll suspended 
from a gallows was hung in frout of the house of an ex-Serviceman who 
lost an arm inthe War. On Monday it was still there, for to one dared 
remove it. A family of four was suspected of voting for the status quo. 
A band of Nazis came along and dag a grave for four in the garden 
of their home. They then bade the family farewell—till March Ist. 
“A woman will be walking a'ong and notice nothing particular. 
Suddenly there will be a whistle, a Nazi will come up to her, spit in 
her face, and say ‘Status quo pig’ and pass on. Then another 
will come up to her and spit in her face. Your correspondent has 
spoken to three women who have been spat upon in this manner, 
one of them by children. The children play their part in this 
nightmare.’ 


The Ostrich of Geneva 


Yet Mr. Eden. in an address broadcast from Geneva last Friday, 
dismissed this already existing terror in these words: ~ The 
German Government have agreed that for the transitional period of 
one vear all voters and such non-voters as have been in the territory 
for three vears may bring before the Supreme. Plebiscite Tribunal 
of the Saar, itself an international body, complaints of persecutions, 
reprisals, and discrimination which they claim to be due to their 
political attitude in connection with the plebiscite.. The German 
Government have also agreed that for the same period of one year 
the inhabitants of the Saar territory, whatever their nationality, 
shall not be subjectedto any discrimination on account of language, 
race or religion. I have seen reports in the Press that some people 
in the Siar have already been threatened on account of their 
political opinions, but we are entitled to expect that the promises to 
which I have!

“Once We Get You on the High Seas” 


Further information has reached us of the Nazi attempt to 
prevent Hans Frohlich, a South African Jew, voting for the status quo. 
We referred to the matter briefly last week. The full facts. as 
luk WEEK, appear to be as follows: Hans Frohlich was 
entitied to vote, having been domiciled in Brucken-Stadt on June

28th. 1919. Recently he saw by the papers that all such persons 
onid obtain a free return passage to the saar for the voting period, 


by application to the German Consul-General. He thereupon com- 
ated with the Consul-General, who forwarded to him certain 
papers which, when filled up, were to be forwarded to the Advisory 
Bureau of the Deutsche Front for Persons Entitled to Vote in the 
Piebiscite. In November he got a letter from this Bureau informing 
him that be was entitled to vote and advising him of his voting 
nmiuber lhe Bureau also informed him. he would be given a free 
return ticket to the Saar. Afew days after that, he was notified bya 
German steamship « Ompany tliat it would give him a return ticket. 
‘in the 29th November, he went to the dock and boarded the ship. 
There on board he saw the leader of the Johannesburg Nazis. who 
was already onthe ship and scanning the passengers. Herr Fréhlich 
was known to the Johannesburg Nazis as an anti-Fascist. When 
the Johannesburg leader saw him, he began to abuse him loudly, 
shouting iusuiting remarks at him. Then the First Officer of the 
éhip came up to him and told him to get offthe boat. Herr Fréhlich 
said he was a passenger. “In that case,’ replied the officer, “we 
shall know how to deal with you effectively once we get you on the 
high seas.” Becoming very menacing, he warned him that if he con- 
sidered his own tnterests he had better not proceed. In view of this 
threat, and having from the First Officer the very strong impres- 
sion that if he sailed in that boat he was extraordinarily liable 
to slip overboard by accident during the voyage, Herr Fréhlich left, 
without having time even to get his ticket from the purser before 
the boat sailed. 

He was then stranded in Capetown, effectively, as it seemed. 
cut off from exercising his vote. However, refusing to accept this 
inanceuvre as inal, he got a lawyer to make the steamship company 
put through arrangements for him to reach the Saar in time to 
vote, pointing out that the line had already contracted to do this, 
that he had other means of getting there which he would have 
us vl if he had vot been promt-ed a passage by the line, and that 
he hal already given uo his job and refused others because he was 
going to the Saar. Eventually he secured a passage on another 
+hip of the same line which left Capetown on December 21st. 
Apparently the N izt authorities, already somewhat nervous of the 
fact that Herr Fréhlich was known to have discussed his previous 
adventure with a number of friends in South Africa. passed to the 
captain of the second ship an extra special tip to see that nothing 
happened to him, since the publicity attendant on his non appearance 
was liable to be highly embarrassing. So Herr Fréblich got to 
Southampton. 

A He was met there by Home Office officials and by detectives. 
rhe detectives accompanied him tothetrain. Heasked why. They 
answered, “In case the Navis are out for you. He travelled from 
Southampton to London. At the station in London he noticed two 
men following him. He changel direction and walked the other 
way. They changed direction too, and followed him still. He tried 
once more ; they still followed. He stopped and faced them. They 
explained that they were from Scotland Yard and showed credentials. 
They added that, for safety’s sake, they would accompany him to his 
hotel. They did so. When they got there, the detectives refused to 
let him out of their sight until they had formally turned bim over 
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to the care of the house detective. “These facts,” comments THE 
Week, “appear to be worth reporting as an indication of th, real 
atmosphere of Europe to-day, where a South African Jew, who 
happens to have distributed anti-Nazi leaflets in the streets of 
Johannesburg, has to be protected by plain-clothes men j, the 
etreets of London lest he be violently done away with by the 
of the German Government.”

The Saarbriicken correspondent of Ty» 
Times saw refugees “speeded with every sort of insult, and tie . 
cars were spat upon.’ The Belgian scenes of 1914 were reca\led to 
him by the silent and desperate crowd at Forbach, on the frontier. 
The French authorities are acting quietly and humanely, and they 
are being helped by a party organised by the Society of Friends jy 
England. The visa costs twelve shillings and sixpence, is available 
for six months and gives the holder permission to apply for a per. 
manent stay in France. M. Herriot, who has been charged hy the 
French Government with the task of looking after the refugees {poy 
the Saar, made a statement to the Cabinet on Tuesday on the 
number who have entered France. Since January 13th, 2.509 
refugees have entered. Of these, 1,973 are natives of the Saar, 440 
of various nationalities, and 85 Frenchmen. The 442 foreigners 
have been sent to Strasbourg. Of the others, so far 612 have heen 
sent to Toulouse, 212 to Montauban, 197 to Carcassonne, and 10 to 
the department of Ariége. By Wednesday, we learn, 8.019 visas bod 
been issued in Saarbriicken. Many of the applicants app'ied for 
them in case there should be urgent need of flight at a later date. 
rather than for immediate use. 

The Special Correspondent of the DatLy TELEGRAPH reports 
that when he was on the frontier “a huge household moving van 
packed with furniture lumbered slowly up. The officer indicated it 
with awry smile. ‘They are taking no chances,’ he said. When 
one car was refused permission to enter France-and was turned 
back towards Saarbriicken, a little girl inside burst into tears. ‘] 
don't want to go back, Im frightened of Hitler,’ she howled. Ip 
vain her parents tried to calm her by explaining that it was on'y a 
temporary delay. ' 


No Work for Refugees in France 


The French Government has already made it clear that France 
considers she isacting on behalf of the League and that all expenses 
are advances to the League, just like the British, Italian and 
Swedish military expenses in the Saar. The Saarlanders will have 
no hope of receiving employment permits from the Ministry of 
Labour unless they pursue some trade which will not compete with 
French labour. <A central registry will be set up at Metz. 

Food and shelter ‘straw beds and bread and soup for those that 
have no money) is being provided, but the refugees are being kept 
on the move while they pass through Alsace-Lorraine till they reach 
Toulouse. Many wish to settle in Alsace-Lorraine, because they 
cannot speak French; but the Government is firm on this point. It 
is willing, however, to settle in Alsace at its own expense 300 Jewish 
families from the Saar, whose members have recently been 
naturalised as French citizens. . 

Many Polish Jews from the Saar have already arrived in 
Poland, for the French Government takes the line 
responsibility for their maintenance can be shouldered by the Polish 
Government. A mass meeting has been held in the hall of the 
Warsaw Jewish community called by the Committee for (rerman 
Relief. A telegram was sent to the Council of the League of Nations, 
appealing to it to take steps to protect the Jews of the Saar. The 
Warsaw Jewish Communal Executive has sent a similar cable. 
have the Communities of Vilna and several other towns. 

In Austria, the Government has prohibited the holding of any 
public meetings to discuss the Saar, and the meeting arranged by 
the Jewish organisations had to be abandoned. 

The League of Nations Council has decided that the evacuation 
of the International Saar Force shall begin next Friday. [he 
question of the refugees was put on the agenda at the request of 
the French Government, which submitted a memorandum that a 
special department should be set up to supervise the various 
humanitarian activities, such as that of securing fair conditions of 
labour, which otherwise are the concern of the various appropriate 
League organisations. The Council considered the memorandum 
and instructed the Mexican representative, who is the. Rapporteur 
on the question, to draft proposals in collaboration with the (om 
mittee of three for submission to the next session of the Counc!

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A RABBI SPEAKS 


Concentration Camp Hell 


Oranienburg and Papenburg 


The former Rabbi of the Rathenow Ji wish Congre gation 
(near seriin), Dr. Max Abraham, has w ritten il booklet on his 
experiences as A Rabbi in a Concentration Camp.” (Teplitz- 
Schonau Publishing Co., Czechoslovakia). In 1982. Rabbi 
Abraham was assaulted by an S.A. troop-leader, who was 
sentenced to three months’ lmprisonment. On June 26th, 1! 33, 
by means of a  frame-up,”’ the Nazis took their revenge. and 
Rabbi Abraham was arrested. On being taken to prison, he was 
beaten with rifle-butts and rubber truncheons by S.S. men. He 
and three other Jews who were arrested at the same time were 
forced to beat each other. They were then taken to Oramenburg. 

On the first day of his arrival, Rabbi Abraham was laid across a 
chair and beaten with rubber truncheons for one-and-a-quarter 
hours. Next day, a Communist deputy was ordered to shave off his 
hair. He was incorporated in the “ Jew Company, of about fifts 
five persons, which was forced to do the bardest and filthiest work. 
‘Thirty-nine of them were boys, aged from 15 upwards, who had been 
arrested “for Communist activity ” in a Jewish training school near 
Berlin. Among their tasks was the cleaning of the lavatories. On 
one occasion, Rabbi Abraham was compelled to do the cleaning with 
his bare hands. Among the worst sufferers was ex-Deputy Heilmann, 
who was constantly maltreated often without the slightest 
pretext. The following list of Jewish prisoners is given: Drs. 
Hermann Salomon, Franz Hermann, and Herren Birawer and 
Faust, of Berlin; Dr. Levi and Herren Krausnick, Goldschmidt 
and Wilk, of Potsdam; Herren Rosenthal and Greimann, of 
Aitlandsberg ; Dr. Gustav Orlipsky, of Berlin; Herren Arno Gantz, 
and Alex Grischmanpn, of Rathenow: Herren Scheib and Erich Cohn, 
of Oranienburg; Leopold Moses, of Anhalt: Hugo Jakobvy, of Dessau ; 
and Erich Kohn, of Westhavelland 

Herr Scheib, aged 65, was put ina” bunk’ ‘a narrow. window 
less cell) on one occasion for eight days. Rabbi Abraham, Herren 
Wilk, Goldschmidt and others were placed together in one of the 
“bunks” in July. Rabbi Abraham, who had made a complaint to 
the Camp Commandant, Herr Schafer, suffered particularly. On one 
occasion, Herr Greimann, who spoke English, was forced to tell an 
English journalist visiting the camp of how well the prisoners were 
treated. The following night he was beaten with a stick by 
Storm-troop Leader Staklkopf Dr. Abrabam states emphaticall 
that the letter sent by Dr. Levy to Tur Times deniving maltreatment 
is a deliberate he. 

In September, the “Jew-companyv” wis transferred to Pape: 
burg. Among the diversions practised by the S.S. men onthe journey 
was to order the prisoners to shout ~ Heil Hitler’ and then beat 
them for the “insult” w.th rifle-butts. Here Dr. Hermann was 
subjected to the vilest torture. He was made to clean the lavatories 
and smear his face with excrement Hierr Dirawer, aged 62, was 
forced to do the hardest povsical work, although he Was serious v 
ill. Dr. Orlipsky was dragged from his bed while in a fever and forced 
to carry heavy loads of iron. Once when Dr. Hermann reported 
himself ill, he was made, with the aid of rubber truncheons, to get 
down on all fours and lick up dirty milk from the floor. He later 
tried to get himself “shot whilst trying to escape, but he received 
mn leg-wound only. 

There were “ bunks” in Papenburg. too. Herr De Jong, a Jew 
of Aurich, was placed in one for forty-one days and nights. One 
Jew, putin a” bunk,” went mad after three days. Rosh Hashanah, 
1953, was a particularly ghastly experience. The Jewish prisoners 
tried at first to hide the fact of its approach frorn the Camp authori 
ties, as they feared it would give fresh occasion for Nazi brutality. 
However, they failed. On the first day, the Jews were ordered out 
at 6 a.m. and were haited atadung-pit, into which they were forced 
to descend. Rabbi Abranam was then pla-ed in the centre and 
ordered to “begin the Service.” He refused, and was beaten 
unconscious. In the afternoon, the Jews were ordered back to the 
pit and Rab i Abraham told to rive a lecture on Judaism and other 


religions Rabbi Abraham bevan: “ The Jewish religion, like the 
others, is based on the Ten Commandments and the Biblical principle, 
‘Love thy neighbour as thyself... Thereupon, he was dragged 


out of the pit and beaten till he bled. 

Shortly after, the Rabbi was again transferred, this time to 
Lichtenburg. At the end of October, his “ case’ came up before the 
Rathenow authorities and he was transferred to prison. In December 
he was released. At the end of April he succeeded in escaping from 
(erinany. 

There is also a postscript to the history of the 15-year old 
boys who were imprisoned in Oranienburg.

“The Law and the Alien” 


LECTURE BY MR. ISAAC LANDAU 

A lecture on “The Law and the Alien” was given on Sunday evening 
in the Ernst Schiff Memorial Hall by Mr, Isaac Landau, under the auspices 
of the Great Synagogue Guild for Social Service. Mr. OTTO M. ScHIFF 
presided, 

Mr, LANDAU said that by the Aliens Act of 1905, for.the first time in 
English legislation, power was given to the Home Secre ary to muke ap 
expulsion order against an alien after he had been convicted of an offence 
and the Court had made a recommendation for his expulsion. Without 
such a conviction, the Home Secretary had no power of expulsion. At 
the present time, the Home Secretary had power to deport an alien 
whether convicted or not. This power was given tothe Home Se retary 
in the Aliens Restriction Act of 1914. Mr. Landau said that this 
might have been justified at the time, because this country was at 
war. But in 1919, a further Aliens Restriction Act was passed. 
Although the War had terminated, yet Parliament still thought ft to 


continue restrictions and make limitations upon the movements of alens 
as if, in fact, a state of war was still going on. As sixteen years had now 
elapsed, he thought they might well claim that the restrictions imposed 
upon the liberty of the alien ought to be removed. The Beard of 


Deputies had taken a long and honourable interest in endeavouring to 
secure some remisssion of the hardships inflicted upon aliens by (hese 
restrictions. He had attended, as a member of the Aliens’ Committee, 
four deputations to four Home Secretaries. 

With regard to the German refugees, this country had acted up to its 
great traditions in giving shelter and refuge to these unfortunates. Much 
as this country had done, however, he felt it could have done much more, 
and that in the case of German refugees it would have been 4 noble 
gesture on the part of England to have given every possible measur of 
relief without imposing restrictions in regard to finding employm Dt — 

A discussion followed. In reply to a question as to whether any Dias 
was shown agaiust Jewish aliens, the Chairman said that there was De 
single case in which they could accuse the authorities of de! berate 
injustice. Speaking of the German refugees, Mr. Schiff said that 
altogether 5,000 refugees had come over, of whom 3,000 were sti!! here. 
They could not press too quickly for their absorption. A numbe of labour 
permits had alr -ady been granted and they hoped later on that @>5 
many more would be abso: bed. cere

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LESSONS FROM THE SIDRA 


Revelation a Possession for All Time 
By the Rev. EPHRAIM LEVINE. M.A. 


Ty, Exodus Chs. 18, v. 1—20, v. 23 

The permanence of the Revelation of Sinai and its immutability 
is one of the articles of the Jewish belief embodied in the Yigdal 
hymn. “ God will not alter nor change His law for ever or for any 
other.’ When stated in this way it appears so simple, but it isa 
principle which involves much thought and consideration. It seems 
to postulate a Divine Revelation given to Israel at a particular 
time, a Revelation which sets forth a code of laws by which men 
shall live, and without which no society can endure. It claims 
that that law is final and perfect, unchangeable, mankind's pos- 
session for all time. The former of these claims is impossible 
of proof—no one can prove by means of reason, logic and 
evidence that such a Revelation ever did take place on inal. 
(jod sroke to Moses face to face. We have the written record and 
the knowledge of the history of generations; actual proof, however, 
we cannot have.

build his own theories upon it? Are we attempting to suggest 
little consideration will speedily remove any such difficulty. We 
eannot limit God.

tle revealed Himself to Elijah at Horeb, to Isaiah at Jerusalem. 
to Amos at Tekoah, to Hillel in the schools of Palestine. to 
Maimondies, to every great teacher and saint of every age who 
tinds his life's joy in meditation on the Torah. (God's spirit is 
poured out over all his servants; different times have different 
needs. The application of the law in one age may have to be 
relaxed or enforced in another, but the general principles remain 
the same. Rabbinic Judaism built upon the teaching of the Bible. 
medieval codification extracted the essence of Talmudical Judaism 
and framed the Jewish code. As long as the foundation remaips 
undisturbed men may build. ‘To understand this we need not be 
unfaithful to the idea of permanence. It is the attempt to disturb 
the old foundations which brings the Jewish edifice into danger. 
The Revelation of Sinai marked Israel as the servant of ‘iod: 
to each individual Israelite came the appeal to include all 
subsequent generations. It was the law that was promulgated for 
humanity, neither too exacting nor too abstruse, but adapted to the 
needs of mankind. The Torah speaks in the language of man. In 
the Midrash there is a passage which describes the ascent of Moses 
to heaven to receive the tablets of stone. The angels asked God: 
"Why comes this mortal in our midst?" God answered: “He 
cometh to receive the law.” “And why.” they retorted, “ wilt Thou 
give Thy law to be violated and profaned upon earth ? keep it for 
us. Reserve Thy glory for the heavens.’ Then God spake 
to Moses telling him to answer the angels, and Moses spake 
as follows: “You wish to keep for yourselves the law of God, 
but see what is Written therein. "I am the Lord Thy God Who 
a thee out of Egypt “were you in Egypt and did you serve 
1araoh? The Law continues: ‘Thou shalt have no other gods 
before me. Do you live amongst men exposed as they are to the 
passions that wean men from God to the worship of idols? The 
Law says further: "Remember the Sabbath Day tokeep it holy. Do 
you toil as do men during the week and have you any need of rest ? 
Again— Commit no murder, commit no unchastity, steal not ’—do you 
suffer the pangs of jealousy, of envy, of lust? Of what avail would 
this Divine law be to you who are pure and perfect?” The angels 
applauded these words and the Torah was not given to angels. to 
supermen, but to ordinary individuals who stand in daily need of its 
teachings. It was the merit of Israel that with one accord they 
consented to accept the law and to obey it. They did not examine 
it first and discover its difficulties, but with one voice they took 
upon themselves the responsibility of guarding the law and 
examined it afterwards. That is the spirit of religion. It is not 
ours to question the dictates of God and weigh the pros and cons 
and to select what we sball accept and reject what is unpalatable. 
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that the whole stream of intellectual progress is to be stopped °

THE FALL OF JERUSALEM 


The Augustan Empire (The Cambridge Ancient History, Vo}. x) 
(Cambridge University Press. 37s. 6d. net.) , 
THE CAMBRIDGE ANCIENT HISTORY, continuing its stately progresc. }\ac 
at last reached that critical period when the Roman Republic became a 
l'rincipality, and the Imperial idea demanded sacrifices hitherto 
nexampled. From the point of view of Jewish history, no yolume of 
the whole serics is more important. The Jews were at this time a 
numerous clement in the population throughout the Empire. Jewish 
writers throw an invaluable light upon the general course of events, The 
rulers of the House of Herod were among the most powerful client kings 
of the Near East. And, above all, it was now that the Roman juggernant 
found the Jewish people obstructing its way and crushed them remorsely 
only to find that in the process they became, if not stronger, certainly 
more resistent and even more incalculable than before. 

Two writers in this volume deal specifically with Jewish events—\y. 
H. Idris Bell, of the British Museum, with the Egyptian colony, in his 
chapter upon that country; and Professor A. Momigliano, Professor 
of Greek History in the Royal University of Rome (a Jew, it may be 
mentioned), with Herod of Judea, the last war and the fall of 
Jerusalem. The latter's competence to write on this period may be 
deduced from the fact that the chapter on Nero is also from his pen. Not 
nanny Pages are indeed devoted to these sections: but we have in them a 
solid and authoritative summary of the progress of events. The only 
criticism to be made is that Professor Momigliano does not seem to utilise 
tothe fallthe Hebrew and Rabbinical sources, the bearing of which on 
his subject cannot well be neglected. But the Jewish interest is pot 
contined to these sections, It recurs at intervals thronghout the volume. 
Which, providing as it does the background to one of the most important 
epochs in our history, must henceforth be essential for any serious study 
of this subject. 

It is hardly to be cxpected, though it may be hoped, that specific 
sections will be devoted to the Jews in the few outstanding volumes of 
this work. The time has therefore come to cxpress the wish that the 
Cambridge University Press may see fit to gather together in one volume 
the various chapters on Hebrew and Jewish history which have hitherto 
appeared, This would constitute in effect a continuous history of th 
Hebrews, from the earliest time to the national debacle, written by a 
series of world-famous experts. but we should not content ourselves 
with this. The late Isracl Abrahams always dreamed of a comprehensive 
collaborative history of the Jewish people, produced on the Cambndge 
plan and under Cambridge auspices. May we not look forward, 1 tly 
not too distant future, to the fulfilment of this hope ?

No. 794. Languages Spoken by Jews 


My Dear 


It is a commonplace that great travellers are good linguists. 
The Jews who throughout their history bave travelled far, must 
have acquired many languages. Perhaps that is one reason why 
to-day Jews take easily to foreign tongues. It is not merely that 
they realise that every language a man masters opens a new vista 
for him of life and thought and provides him with a key to new 
literary treasures; it is also that he is gifted linguistical]: 

The first language spoken by Jews was. of course. their own. 
Abraham and his descendants conversed in Hebrew. The Prophets 
of Israel pub!ished their messages in that tongue. and who shal! sa\ 
that it is not rich in expression? The literature of the Bible is a 
permanent monument to the grandeur of Hebrew. You can pray 
and preach, you can make love, commune with your heart, and buy 
and sell in Hebrew. Throughout the period of the monarchy Hebri 
was the language of Jewry in Palestine 


The first Exile transplanted the bulk of the Jewish people to 


what is today Mesopotamia. There they learned a pew languag: 


though akin to their own—Aramaic. Possibly the select few 
retained their anciert tongue. But the masses used Aramaic. so 


much 69 that when under Evra and Nehemiah a remnant returned 
to their ancestral land, the restoration of Hebrew as the tongue ot 
everyday use cost no small effort. Both Ezra and Nehemiah realized 
that the revival of the national consciousness was impossible with 
out the revival of the national language 

After that Hebrew maintained itself, in Palestine at any rat 
until the time of the Maccabees, But already in the third century 
before the common era Greek was becoming fashionable. and many 
Jews used it in their ordinary daily life. In Palestine it may hav: 
been current side by side with Hebrew; probably it was 


to Hebrew. But in other centres where there were large colonies 
of Jews, Greek was the predominant speech: and the Jews spoke 
only Greek. This was the case in Alexandria, which counted a 
large and flourishing Jewish settlement, and also in Cyprus, Cyrene 


the Balkans and Byzantium. I[t is reported that on Purim in certain 


towns in the Balkans the Book of Esther is read in Hebrew and in 
Greck. Down to this day, there are Jews in Salonika who speak a 
dialect of ancieut Greek. 

As testimony to the widespread usage of Greek in those far-ol! 
times there stands the Septuagint, the translation of the Bible int: 
that language. Many a legend has been woven round this mon 
ment ofthe translator's art. The stark truth is that in order to 
acquaint the Alexandrian and other Jews with their Bible. it was 
essential to translate it into their mother-tongue. The translation 
of the Bible by Jews into different languages is an indication of th 
languages which Jews were speaking. 

Many Jews had early wandered into Persia and spoke the 
vernacular. Jews carried Persian with them into the Caucasian 
mountains, where a most interesting type of Jew dwells; into Baku 


and Kokhara, and even as far east as China. One cannot help 


reflecting: no wonder tbe inventor of a universal language war 


a Jew! 

If for centuries Greek was the mother-tongue of thousands of 
Jews, at a later period Arabic occupied the same position for them 
With their conquests, the Saracens carried their language with 
them, and Arabic beeame the language of millions in the East. in 
North Africa, in Southern Spain. Since many Jews lived unde: 
Mostem rule, Arabic became their mother-tongue. Here also it is 
significant that Saadiah found it necessary to translate the Bible 
into Arabic, and when Maimonides, Bachya,. Saadiab himself, Yehuda 
Hialevi. all great names in Jewish thought, desired to influence their 
fellow Jews. they had of necessity to write for them in the language 
of their ordinary daily lives—Arabic. It was in a later age that 
the outstanding works of these and other teachers in Israel were 
translated from the Arabic into Hebrew.

became Christian once more, Spanish came into its 


to the land and its speech that, when in 1402 they were expelled, 1 
might be said of many of them that they left their hearts behind in 
Spain and carried Spain's language with them to their places ol 
refuge. Wherever they settled, they spoke their beloved Castilian, 
which came to be known as Ladino. . In Turkey, in Italy, even in 
Hamburg, Ladino was in use among Jews for many generations. 
Yet there are people who have had the temerity to ask: Can a Jew 
be a patriot ” 

Nor is the case of Ladino singular; Yiddish furnishes an even 
more impressive illustration of the attachment of the Jew to the 
language of the country in which he dwells. \iddish was originally 
a dialect of German. Jews were settled in Germany as far back as 
the time of Charles the Great, and it was only to be expected that 
they should use the German language for their daily needs. When 
they were forced to leave Germany, in the 14th century, and 
migrated to Poland, they carried their mother-tongue with them. 
In the course of time many strange linguistic elements were adopted 
into what was originally pure High German. Hebrew and Polish 
and Russian ‘words found admittance into Yiddish. Yet basically, it 
was German in vocabulary and in construction, 
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For four centuries Yiddish was the mother-tongue of the great 
bulk of Jewry. settled in Lithuania, Poland, the Ukrame. Kumania 
and Hungary. In each of these countries Yiddish took on a quality 
of its own. It is a mistake to imagine that Yiddish possesses 
uniformity. Nevertheless, for four centuries and more it has been 
the vehicle in which the moods of the Jewish soul have etpressed 
themselves. \iddish has its poets and romancers, its comedy and 
tragedy, its history and philosophy. The spirit of the Jewish people 
living in Lastern Europe from the 14th to the 19th centuries has wept 
and sung, mourned and praved, praised God and dreamed of Paradise 

in Yiddish. The Jewish spirit has been marvellously expressive 
in Yiddish. Without question, Yiddish literature has a pathos and 
a charm which marvellously express the Jewishepirit. If vou would

PROBLEMS FOR JOINT SOLUTION 


Revitalising the Non-Zionist Agency 


My recent visittothe United States has profoundly strengthened 
my belief that it is vital for those responsible for the direction ol 
Jewish public business to establish close and freque nt contact with 
the conditions in the world with which they have to deal. and 
therefore that a frequent interchange of visits and journeys especialy 
tothe countries of central and south-eastern Europe is es ential, 
To my mind not only should these visits be undertaken ‘by the 
representatives of the Community, but by the permanent officiais

Advantage was taken this summer of the visits of a number of 
distinguished American Jews, notably Mr. Felix Warburg, Dr. Cyrus 
Adler, Mr. James Rosenberg and Dr. Karpf, to discuss the advis. 
ability of a more frequent interchange of visits. It was considered 
of great importance that the Administrative Committee of the 
Agency which has very important functions to discharge under the 
constitution should meet at least at the regular intervals laid down 
therein. Moreover, it was envisaged that a meeting taking place in 
America might well serve to focus attention upon the world Jewish 
obligation to support the work of the Agency in Palestine, par. 
ticularly in these critical days when Palestine affords, if pot the 
sole, certainly the most substantial and outstanding, outlet for the 
inevitable emigration from Germany arising out of the German. 
Jewish tragedy. -It was felt that a gesture of this kind would 
inevitably appeal to the imagination of the very large Jewish Com. 
munity in the United States, and that a conseguence of such a 
meeting ought to be the creation of a non- Zionist constituency inv 
the United States which would work on parallel lines with the 
Zionist Organisation of America. 

} From a purely Jewish point of view there are striking 
differences between the American Community and our own. In the 
first place, there is a definite and a noticeable drift from orthodoxy 
towards a sense of Jewishness which has not crvyst 


allised into any 
definite form. 


It has certain religious, certain racial, and certain 
Nationalist aspects difficult to estimate proportionally. Again, their 
method of approaching social, communal problems, is different. 
They pin their faith, and successfully, upon federated charities. 
We work upon a definitely individualistic basis. 

One of the problems which is agitating the Jewish community 
in America, is thatof the elections proposed by the American Jewish 
Congress as a prelude to the World Jewish Congress. 1 took the 
advantage of my presence at the Annual Meeting of the American 
Jewish Committee and an invitation extended to me to speak 
thereat, to speak on this question. I spoke not only for myself 
but also for certain friends to whom I specifically referred. 
Personally I do not know of any useful purpose which a World 
Jewish Congress would serve at the present time. Whatever might

be its value at some other time, I regard it as a gratuitious w: pon 
placed in the hands of German propagandists who would not be 
slow to seize the opportunity of using it. Moreover, aclose study 
of the two preliminary experiments at Geneva does not reveal to my 
mind a single constructive thought advanced towards a solution of 
the problems which during the past two years have pressed go 
hardly upon us. Iam no believer in government by public meeting, 
But. as | have said before and as I repeat, no one with any sense 
of responsibility refuses to leave his mind open to argument, 
and if land my friends can be convinced to the contrary of the view 
which I have expressed, I am sure none of us would refuse to make 
public admission. 


In so far as time permitted, | endeavoured to establish relations 
with as many different points of view as possible. I met the | 
tive Committee of the American Jewish Committee. I met Dr. 
stephen Wise and Professor. hallen, two of the protagonists of the 
American Jewish Congress and the World Jewish Congress. Judge 
Mack. who stands midway between these two bodies, Mr. Justice 
Brandeis, perhaps the Elder Statesman of the American Jewish 
Community, Mr. Tygel, the Secretary of the Federation of Polish 
Jews of America and numerous other persons who might be e» ted 
to give what the Americans call a slant” upon the American 
Jewish Community. 

With regard to the Agency we had the advantage of reports 


from Dr. Hexter; Mr. Berl Locker and Mr, Herman upon the 
economic, political and financial problems of Palestine. ‘he dis- 
cussions were ofa high and constructive character. Certain of the 
resolutions passed by the Administrative Committee have been 
published. Sjr Osmond d Avigdor-Goldsmid and [ on this side: 
Atlantic, and Mr. Warburg, Dr. Adler and Dr. Karpfin America, hav 
fora long time been anxious as to the position of the non-Zionist 
section of the Agency and have been impressed with the view that 
we must not Only do our duty but be given the opportunity of doing 
our duty as non-Zionists within the letter and the spirit of the 
Agency Agreement. I know that good-will exists for this pu! 
pose and that the resolutions we have adopted will be implemented 
both in the letter and in the spirit by all concerned. 


Anti-Semitism in the United States 

_ It would be idle to disguise that there is noticeable, even by the 
most casual observer, a certain anti-Semitism in the United States 
which has assumed. proportions which call for serious consideration.

ant cf which is the well-known National Conference of Jews and 
Christians. There are. as is known, social inhibitions in America 
which do not exist in this country. There is the difficulty of the 
entry of Jews into the professions, and of Jewish youth into the 
larger businesses, problems as to the numbers of Jewish youth 
desirous of entering into the law and medical schools and the 
number of Jews who are practitioners in both of these professions, 
This is a problem the importance of which is very adequately 
realised. I think it is one which ought in every Jewish community 
to engage the attention of its leaders. We cannot wait until it has 
assumed dimensions which may become unmanageable. Our po.icy 
must be one of prevention and not of cure, and even for this com- 
munity the time has come, in my opinion, for some scheme of 
vocational guidance. 

I heard nothing while in America which led me to the view 
that the method of approach by the Board and Joint Foreign Com- 
mittee to the Jewish problems which have arisen during tlie past 
two years bas been wrong. I still maintain that a different approach 


“might have worsened a very difficult position. We are, as I have 50 


often pointed out, a very minute facet in a very involved world: 
position; and whatever views we may have upon our ow 
importance we cannot expect, if we have any sense of proportion, 
that the same views concerning ourselves will be held by others. 
This is the attitude of the American Jewish Committee. It is not 
that of the American Jewish Congress. One has to choose between 
the two. I have made made my choice, and I have heard nothing 
in America which would justify my altering if. 

I had discussions with the Joint Distribution Committee and 
other persons with regard to the position in Poland which has 
distressed American Jewry as much as it has distressed the 
Anglo-Jewish community. ‘The American leaders are wel! aware of 
the difficulties which‘ have also been seen by the Board. Neithee 
they nor ourselves can permit anything which would lead to col: 
petitive contrast between the German and the Polish situations * 
which would interfere with the vital needs of the American OF the 
English Jewish communities. 

I very much regret that lack of time prevented me 
establishing the contacts I had promised myself with the Eas! wre 
Jewry of New York and with the Canadian Jewish Commun 
Contacts and the invitations which I have received justify mes par 
from my own personal inclinations, in saying in my official rons 
that I hope at an early date to make another and if possible m or 
extended visit to the great Community which I have just left a 
to the Canadian Jewish Community also. ,

The Senate has now approved the new Polish Constitution. 
which, among other things, abolishes the existing proportional 
representation system and replaces it by the single majority con.

NEW MENACE FOR JEWISH LAWYERS 

Following recent reports that the Austrian Minister of Finance, 
Dr. Buresch, had given assurances that measures taken against Jew 
in Austria would be withdrawn, the Jewis/e Telegraphu 
that no such action has so far taken place. Discriminatory decrees 
continue to be in force, nor is there any sign of change in the policy of 
excluding Jews from all public influence under the new regime. It 
is pointed out that all the assurances by the Government spokesmen 
speak of exemplary protection of rights and culture, and not of full 
citizen equality as provided in the Constitution and the 
Treaties. Attention is also drawn to new legislation which without 
mentioning the word Jew results in eliminating Jews from economic 
activities. 

One such measure is reported by the Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
in the shape of a scheme for the reform of the legal profession

Two Jewish teachers at the Shamash School. including Dr. 
Kallay, the principal, have been summarily deported from Iraq on 
an alleged charge of carrying on Zionist propaganda. Representa 
t'ons to the British Consul were without result. The immigration 
departments have meanwhile introduced wholesale restrictions on 
Jews between the ages of eighteen and thirty-five who are applying 
for passports to proceed to Palestine. Jewish capitalists and 
merchants who had to renew their visas at the end of the year are 
having their passports confiscated by the Passport Office, which 
fears that they will go to Palestine for good and without the 
knowledge of the Government. Applications by Jewish traders or 
merchants for passports for Palestine are not being entertained.

Melbourne Hebrew Congregation to London to the then Chief 
Rabbi, Dr. N. M, Adler. The letter appears in a recent issue of the 
MELBOURNE JEWISH WEEKLY NEWs. 

The Melbourne Congregation was then, the letter reveals, eight 
vears old, and the town itself two years older. It was on the New 
Year, 1840 ithe Jewish Encyclopedia says 18539) that the first 
religious services had been held. Two vears later, a Sefer Torah 
was obtained from London, and regular worship began; while the 
synagogue was approaching completion at the time that the letter 
was despatched, the ground on which it stood having been pre. 
sented by the Governor of New South Wales. Details are given 
regarding the disorganised state of religious instruction, of the 
poor selection of elementary books. and similar matter. The letter 
closes with a series of minutest enquiries, which faithfally reflect 
the condition of the nascent congregation and the difficulties with 
which it was confronted in its pioneer work in laying the founda. 
tions of what is a now a flourishing community of nearly 6,000, 

Miss Fanny Cohen. the headmistress of Fort Street High School. thie 
larvest girls’ school in Sydney, has been appointed one of the Government 
representatives on the Senate of Sydnev University.

The Palestine Movement 


Revisionist World Conference 
STANDING AT THE CROSSROADS 


EVIDENCE OF INTERNAL DISSENSIONS 

About 2,000 young Jews visited Cracow on the occasion of {\\s 
Zionist-Revisionist World Conference (referred to in our last issue). 
Most of these wore semi. 
military grey uniform and 
five hundred of them came 
as delegates from twenty. 
turee countries to the 
Conference. 

The proceedings were 
opened by a speech last 
ing three hours from M 
Viadimir Jabotinsky who 
Outlined his policy and 
his attitude tothe Zionist 
Executive, the Mandator, 
Power and the forthcom 
ing Zionist Congress. For 
the greater part of the 
time he was repeating his 
recent speech in London 
but when dealing with the 
Congress he tried to win 
his hearers for conditional! 
participation. “It is 
rumoured,’ he said, “that 
the Zionist Executive 
intends to issue a Special 
Shekel for the Congress, purchase of which will imply unquestioning 
submission to party discipline. If that is true we shall not be 
there; and I doubt whether there can really be a Zionist Congress 
without us.” His statement of the Revisionist conditions for attend 
ance was not at all clear, but included a demand for a “ New Deal. 

Continuing, he said that Palestine was facing catastrophe, and 
he adumbrated figures to illustrate the crisis towards which the 
country was heading if the Mandatory Power failed to introduce 
tariff legislation. Another.declaration was: “We are full of faith 
in the ultimate fairness and justice of England. We believe that 
feelings of truth and justice live in the heart of the great British 
nation.” It was evident from his speech that Revisionism is at the 
cross-roads, having made peace with the Labour Party and being in 
doubt as to whether to come to terms with official Zionism. 

Disappointment was apparent in the discussions of the following 
seven days and the almost unprecedented opposition expressed by 
the Maximalists. Dr. von Weisl spoke about Palestine and the 
Mandatory Power in such a manner that Jabotinsky continually shook 
his head in disapproval and at last left the Presidium Table before 
the conclusien of the address. The Polish delegates, representing 
the majority of Revisionists, while expressing full confidence in 
their leader, were anxious to make the Executive of the, parts a 
more independent body. Tendencies were apparent towards 4 
unification with the Grossman State Party. Dr. Hoffman also paid 
tribute to the Mandatory Power, and denied that the Revisionists 
wish that England should leave Palestine. 

The Conference passed some important resolutions. It accepted 
in its entirety—though only after a lengthy debate—the peace which 
Jabotinsky had concluded in London. It also accepted an annual 
budget of 759,000 francs, which indicates a promise of development. 
Reorganisation of the Movement was also decided upon. Protests 
were entered against the treatment of Akhi-Meir and Dr. Yevin. A 
new Executive was elected in which some of the opposition will be 
represented. Finally, it was resolved that the Revisionists should 
participate in the World Jewish Congress.

PROFESSOR BRODETSKY AT STAMFORD HILL 


Professor S. Brodetsky delivered his Presidential Address 4) %

Professor Brodetsky referred to the recent Revisionist (0° 
ference in Cracow. He said that they were informed it was possi! os 
to form a coalition between the Revisionists and the other Zionists 
if only they accepted the political programme and methods of 
the Revisionist party. No one, he declared, was prepared to make 
greater sacrifices for internal peace in Jewish life than he WwW 
but there were certain fundamentals upon which one couid not 
compromise and just as they could not compromise upon this 
fundamental principle, namely, that Zionism must deal with the 
Jewish problem and not let itself in for dealing with the © {rills 
of the Jewish problem, so there could be no compromise with 
the conception that their political status in Palestine was »ased 
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upon the Mandate, and upon co-operation with Great Britain, 
and any departure from that conception meant political danger 
to the Jewish people. Mr. Jabotinsky had said that whereas 
five years ago immigration into Palestine at the rate of 30,000 a 
year was looked upon as beyond possibility, there were 40,000 or 
50,000 Jews entering Palestine this year. This was due to 
Jewish pressure. Of course, declared Professor Brodetsky, they 
pressed the Government and they got a larger immigration. But 
they pressed at the same time as they created the possibilities. They 
refused to depart from the principle that whatever the political 
situation might be, they must get on with the job in Palestine. 
They were told, he said, that what they had to do was to develop a 
world-wide Jewish pressure. They remembered the days of 1929 and 
1930, They fought hard, and, heaven forbid, should the occasion arise 
again, they would fight hard again. But fighting the Administra. 
tion, making a noise and shouting—this was not political method. 
For, if one shouted long enough, people became accustomei to the 
noise, and understood that it did not mean anything.: “We shall,” 
he declared, * make any sacrifices for peace in the Zionist Organisa. 
tion, but not at the expense of our political status in Palestine.”

Endorsement of Palestine Labour Movement 
SIGNIFICANT STEP BY REFORM RABBIS 


‘From our Correspondent—New York) 

What is conceded to be one of the most significant steps in the 
progress of the Zionist movement in America is -the endorsement 
by two hundred and forty-one Reform Rabbis of the principles and 
ideals of the Palestine Labour Movement. The statement endorsing 
that movement signed by these Rabbis will be made public through 
out America to-morrow. The importance of this endorsement can 
be seen from the fact that the total active membership of the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis—the Reform Rabbinical body—is 
three hundred and fifty, so that the majorityof the organised Reform 
Kabbinate has placed itself behind the Labour movement in 
Palestine. 

The declaration has been hailed by Rabbi Samuel Wohl, National 
(Chairman of the Labour League for Palestine, as “a historic docu 
ment which will arouse the gratitude and appreciation of millions 
of our brethren. It is the first time in the history of American 
Jewish life that such a large body of Reform opinion has rallied to 
the great cause of the Jewish renaissance. 

Those signing the declaration include the most important 
Reform Rabbis of the country, among them-three former Presidents 
of the Central Conference and the present Vice-President and 
Treasurer of the Rabbinical Organisation, as well as Dr.-Jalian 
Morgenstern, President of the Hebrew Union College. Leaders of 
the Palestine Labour movement in America are particularly gratified 
by the declaration in view of the forthcoming visit of Mr. Jabotinsky 
to the United States. 

The statement emphasises that the Rabbis do not approve every 
phase or aspect of the Palestine Labour movement, but express 
agreement with its principles. 


The Zionist Federation 
— 
MONTHLY MEETING OF EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 


A meeting of the Executive Council of the Zionist Federation 
was held in the Conference Room, 77, Great Russell Street, W.C, 
The Rey. J. K. Goldbloom presided. 

Dr. Brodetsky made a statement to the Council in which he 
referred to the loan obtained by the Jewish Agency from Lloyds 
Bank, in conjunction with the Anglo-Palestine Bank, of £500,000 at 
4 per cent. interest. He said that the only security offered was the 
amounts due to the Keren Hayesod from the settlers in Palestine, who 
had agreed to expedite the signing of their contracts, making them 
liable to repay at an earlier date than had previously been antici- 
pated. Internally, there had been three agreements made between 
representatives of the Executive and the leaders of the Revisionists, 
the first providing for cessation of violence, the second regulating 
the relations of the Federation of Labour and the Revisionist 
Labour Organisation. and the third regarding the representation of 
Betar on the Palestine oflices and the grant to them of immigration 
certificates. The Executive had gone very far in making concessions 
to ensure pacification, and there had lately been a lessening of the 
tension in the Zionist movement. 

In reply to a question by Dr. Eder, Dr. Brodetsky said that there 
were eight partners co-operating on the Jewish side in the company 
to be formed for the exploitation of the Huleh, including the 
P.L D.cC., Anglo-Palestine Bank, the Smilansky and Workers’ Groups, 
etc. The cost of the Concession was £130,000, and the total cost 
would probably be about £1,000,000, 

Mr. Temkin reported on the work of the Propaganda and 
Organisation Department. 

Mr. Michael Levy reported that the total sale of Shekalim for 
5694 would be not far from 15,500, and he appealed to the Council to 
support him in the Congress. Shekel Campaign. —

Palestine Day, last Sunday. Mr. Ickes also paid a tribute to the 
contributions of the Jews to America and to the world. 

Mr. Louis Lipsky, member of the Jewish Agency World Execu- 
tive, urged a planned economy for Palestine, with a survey of its 
capital needs, and the creation of a Federation of all who have 
interests in Palestine, under the auspices of the Jewish Agency 
Mr. Morris Rothenberg, the President of the Zionist Organisation of 
America, Dr. Cyrus Adler, the President of the American Jewish 
Committee, and Mr. Alfred M. Cohen, President of the Independent. 
Order B nai Brith, also addressed the Conference. 

Colonel Lehman, the Governor of New York State, issued a 
statement, through the Zionist Organisation of America, asking all 
citizens, Christians as well as Jews, to join in the observance of 
Palestine Day, which is to be held annually, as a demonstration to 
focus attention on the upbuilding of the Jewish National Home in 
Palestine. Addressing his message to “all men of good will,’ he 
said: “It is my hope that Palestine Day will serve to centre the 
thoughts of all Americans on the spiritual and physical possibilities 
in Palestine. It is particularly gratifying at a time of widespread 
social unrest and economic instability to observe the steady growth 
of Palestine.’

The League and the Mandate 


COMMUNITIES ORGANISATION AND RELIGIOUS COURTS 


INEQUALITIES RECOGNISED 


The League of Nations Council has taken note of two reports 
presented by its Rapporteur, the representative of Czechoslovakia, 
on the 25th and 26th sessions of the Permanent Mandates Commis. 
sion of the League. On the proposal of the Rapporteur, the fing) 
acceptance of the report on the 25th session, which was held in 
June, has been adjourned tillthe Maysession. The adjournment 
is said to be due to differences of opinion between Italy and France 
on Constitutional questions in Syria, which were not settled during 
M. Laval's visit to Rome, owing to lack of time. 

Of the Commission's observations on Palestine, the Rapporteur 
says, those regarding the creation of Municipal bodies and measures 
taken in the sphere of colonisation and agricultural development 
are worthy of special mention. He also drew attention to the Com 
mission's conclusions regarding two of the petitions relating to 
Palestine. In the first of these cases, he said, the Mandates 
Commission had to enquire into the discrimination which the 
Jewish petitioners believed to exist to the detriment of the 
Rabbinical Courts as compared with the Islamic Courts and also 
the organisation of the Jewish Communities. 

On the first point the Commission pointed out that though there 
was no infringement of any given clause of the Mandate, there was 
at least inequality of treatment resulting from the existence of a 
Statute of the Moslem Courts inherited from the Ottoman Empire, 
which was without equivalence for the religious courts of the other 
religions. The Commission admitted that it was not In a position 
to. suggest any specific reform which would. put an end to this 
inequality. Sach being the case, it expressed the hope that the 
Mandatory Power would be able to find appropriate means of pro- 
viding if not a formal degree of equality at least some para'lel 
treatment in finance. As regards the question of the Jewish 
Community, the Commission thought it undesirable to express 
any opinion on the subject, as. according to the,statements of the 
accredited representative of the Mandatory Power, this question 
was in process of settlement by friendly agreement. 

The other petition to which the Rapporteur referred was from 
the Vaad Adath Ashkenazim of Jerusalem. and related to 
its position as a private religious community. The Commission, 
after noting the observations submitted by the Mandatory Power on 
this petition, found on the one hand that the petitioners enjoyed 
complete religious liberty and that there was nothing to prevent 
the immigration for religious purposes of Jews whose maintenance 
will be provided for; the Commission recognised, on the other 
hand, that the establishment as communities which are autonomous 
from the administrative point of view, of all religious groups 
desiring separate official representation with the Mandatory Power 
was not only undesirable but also impossible. 

The Council adopted this part of the report on the twenty-fifth 
session of the Mandates Commission without discussion. [he 
Council also adopted the Mandates Commission's report on Is 
twenty-sixth session which was held in November. ‘The Pritish 
representative made no statement on the subject.

Fascism and the Jews 

‘Is Anti-Semitism Practical Politics?” was the snbject of a paper 
read to the Hampshire House Discussion Circle, West London, last week 
by Mr. Mandeville Roe, of the British Union of Fascists. He said that 
when he was Editor of THE BRITISH Fascist, he had opened his columns 
to both sides, receiving a good deal of anti-Semitic matter, but no seasoned 
replies, only demands—frequently accompanied by threats—that he 
would stop publishing such matter. The Fascist attitude tothe Jewish 
question was that it did not form an essential part of Fascism. The 
discussion following the paper was of considerable length, but in no case 
did any speaker express sympathy with the lecturer's point of view, 

The following appeared in an editorial in the STREATHAM NEWS last 
Friday : So far as we can see from its organ, one of the main points in the 
programme of the Imperial Fascist League is “the elimination of evil 
alich influences, especially that of the Jews.” In case any “ Imperial 
Fascists " are expecting some form of support for their policy in our paper, 
we may as well tell them at once that the degenerating and bes ial cult 
of race hatreds is one of the first things we shou!d like to see smashed in 
the world. This paper wili ,ever lend itself to support a policy which 
must soil and degrade the minds of all whosubscribe to it. We are proud 
of the fact that there are no such things as pogroms in this conntry, and 
that in England the Jew is permitted to hold his head as high as his 
fellow citizen's. For any league or body which includes as part of its 
programme an attempt to recreate the clannish small-mindedness of the 
prehistoric ages, this paper can only have the uttermost conteinpt—and 
pity!

— 
Marmalade 
THE making of marmalade is really a very simple process, andiffally 


ripe fruit is used (for that is the time when there is the greatest amount 
pectin present) there should be no difficulty in getting the 
marmalade to jell satisfactorily. Seville oranges can now be obtained 
and remain at their best for the next few weeks. 

Small dried up fruit will not make good marmalade. 

Cutting up the peel is a somewhat tedious job; special machines can 
be bought for this purpose, a reliable one in a small size costing about 
ten shillings. Ifno machine is available and you are very pressed for 
time then put the peel through the mincing machine. The finished 
marmalade will not look quite so nice but the taste avill be the same aad 
the labour saved considerable. : 

If cutting by hand,then use a very sharp knife and. re-sharpen. fre- 
quently. To prevent any waste of fruit juice the shredding sould be

SIR, Looking over a book of ne Wspaper ¢ nftiings, a large proportion 
of which are taken from your paper, I saw an article dated Februar, ath, 
1902 headed “ Social Effort among the Jewish Poorof Manchester. bhe 


rharitv described therein was then on the eve of celebrating its 
twentieth vear of activity. We have now reached our half-century. But 
the work is done so quietly and unobtrusively, that many people never 
hear of it at all. 

Our first and most important aim was and is—the teaching of hygienic 
habits. such as the open window, the early bed-time hour for children, 
etc., etc., and the insistence on such repairs in slum houses as are very 
often left quite unattended to, to the manifest disadvantadce of the 
dwellers in meah streets. The housing of the poor, pitiful as it is in 
many Cases, Is Certainly Chormously improved here, since the Association 
first began its wor! 

Nourishment was first given to sick Cases in The Chronic kk 
Fund was founded in 1904. Altogether thirty-eight sufferers have boon 
helps d from this Fond, and in many cases the relief has been diveh for a 
number of vears. In 1889 4 sub-Committee was formed to consider the 
establishment of a Summer Holiday Home for Children, and a cottage 
was endavel in Derbvshire-—-he “children” of that cottage, the ~ crand 
children " of the visiting Association, are the Fresh Air Schools at 
Delamere, and the Lymm Home for Mothers and Babies. 

it sular Visits are pat to Jewish patients members of the Com 
mittee at most of the: general hospitals: two paid Visitors are employed, 
and the allowance towards the salary of one is made by the Ministry of 
Health. They paid over 6.000 visits during the past year. Patients seen 
by members of the Committee in the Hospitals nambered 259. Patients 
have been helped with surgical instruments, and occasionally with fals 
teeth. The main object of the Association is the maintenance of the 
heaith of the home and children in the streets under our care.

MR. COLIN CAMPBELL’S SPEECT! 


The sixty seventh OrJinary General Meeting of Alexanders Discount

Under such conditions it is very difficult, in fact it is not possible, 
for the recove ry in world conditions, to which we are all looking 
forward, to make much progress, bor can we expect international 
trade to flourish. ‘This is a vital necessity to those situated as we 
are, as Without such trade we cannot look for any material increases 
in the supply of Bills of Exchange which form the foundation on which 
our business rests. At present the policy of Tariff Wallis holds the 
field, with every country curtailing its consumption of the good things 
of ths world, in fact living unto itse f, and while this continues it 
is useless to expect any material improvement in the bill market. 
Ultimately a change will come and | hope it may be brought about by 
some joint effort and co-operation between the United States and this 
country, bot so far this is not in sight, and we shall need to exercise a good 
deal of patience before any real move in this direction assumes act 

HOME TRADE IMPROVEMENT 

So far as our bOme trade is concerned, we are able to record a distinct 
improvement, and the consuming power of our people seems to be 
f xpanding in @ most satisfactory manner. As far asl can see at present, 
the probabilities are in favour of a continuation of cheap money. It isin 
the interests of trade that money should be cheap and plentifol, in fact 
the Chancellor ofthe Exchequer stated inthe House of Commons last 
month in answer to a question put to him, that it is the policy of the 
Government to maintain the period of « heap money as long as possible.

Perfect organisation is, perhaps, the principal reason for the Stepney 
1.wish Girls’ Club being the successful centre of recreation and educa. 
tion that it undoubtedly is. A glance through the Educational sy}\abis 
discloses a well-balanced and comprehensive programme: Drama’ ics. 
Singing. a Junior branch of the League of Nations Union, Gymnastics, st, 
John Ambulance Classes, Arts and Crafts, Millinery and Dressmaking 
Classes. Embroidery. German, Typing, Cookery, Leatherwork, Rang rs. 
Brownies... Social Science, and Gardening. Add to this lis¢ 
special classes for mothers of members which include Gymnasium and 
Dressmaking, and one may perhaps get a little idea of the scope of the 
work that is being done. Turning to the other side of the Club's 
activities, to the enjoyment section, one finds debates, lectures, concerts, 
dances, outdoor sports, a library with 1,500 volumes, rambles, visits to 
places of interest—the list seems to cover practically. everything. 

The Clab possesses its own Penny Bank and free medical scheme. 
the latter being made possible through the generous services of Dr. Lily 
Baron. the Club's Hon. Medical Officer. The well-appointed premises 
house over 470 members, comprised as follows: 200 ordinary members. 
46 old girls (over 18 years of age), 90 junior members (10 to 14 years , and 
150 children attending the Play Centre. Dances*and dramatics are 
indulged in conjointly with the Stepney Jewish Lads’ Club, and although 
the Club is run on Jewish Orthodox lines, an interchange of visits with 
non-Jewish clubs takes place for the very sensible purpose of broadening 
the outlook of the members.

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OLD COMRADES CELEBRATE FORTIETH ANNIVERSARY

friends celebrated the forgieth anniversary of the establishment of the 
J.L.B. with a supper at Camperdown House, 


Aldgate. on Sunday evening.

Cadet-Col. E. M. Haisted, 
Prigade-Commandant, presided. 

Sir Max J. Bonn. K.B.E.. thanked the Old Cn 
rades for all they had done for the Brigade. He 
welcomed the ladies and thanked them for their 
great inter. st in the welfare of the movement. In 
Toasting the gnests of honour. he said the y were 
ndebted to Mr. Rubenstein, one of the first members 
of the North London Company, for his generosity.

“ Othello” 


MR. SOFAERS FINE PERFORMANCE 

There are two major problems connected with the playing of 
Shakespeare's “Othello” which demand solution under penalty of 
ruining the whole force of the tragedy. The first is, how are we 
to believe in adequate motive for lago's villainy; and the second, 
how can we be convinced that a soldierly and frank fellow like the 
Moor, used to the strategy of hostile forces and the variable nature 
of human beings, wou!d arrive at 80 injudicial a condemnation of his 
beloved wife? Both the difficulties are met with outstanding 
success by Maurice Evans as Iago and Abraham Sofaer as Othello 
in the current Old Vic production—as fine a version of this great 
work as one could fairly wieh for. 

Mr. Sofaer'’s acting achieves an exemplary combination of dignity and 
power, while his diction, which | have so frequently had occasion to 
praise, reveals a rich and sensitive appreciation of the magnificence of 
Shakespeare's language. He makes us believe that this honest soldier 
had a strong clement of naivety in his character, that just as in his 
career he had found force the final and customary method of solving his 
probiems, so he rushed headlong to this -olation when bemazed amida«t 
the unaccustomed primrose paths of matrimonial relationships, After his 
terrible experience of the agonies of jealousy he retains his reason by the 
desperate means of detaching his misery from his personal grief and sitting 
in judgment and performing execution immediately on his wife, but inc: 
dentally on himself, Thus, in the bedroom scene, as porformed by Mr. 
Sofaer, the hot passion and the stinging gnef are caimed to a certain 


extent and this false quietude adds terribly to both the horror and the 
pathos. We may tremble at hi: earlier rage ; we feel the cold touch of 
Litter lessne ss in his ter despair. 


And now for lago. Here Maurice Evans completely satisfies us that 
Shakespeare drew no fantastic villain, no nightmare flend of cruelty, buat 
aA tnanofakind, alas! too cominon inthis world, morally kinked it is true, 
but an artist in iniquity, revelling with the satifaction of the craft«man 
in his own deftness, much as a pois ner might feel proud at a particularly 
neat execution. For Mr. Evans’ is convincingly gay in his evi 
aou and this brmilant actor forces we to see that the alight 
more than enongh for his mischief How many people paint pictures, 
Write books, igeist on piaying the piano, or on torturing humanity with 
their voices with no trace of a Maguate motive, Subtract a propery 
developed socia) sense and as well may we have an lago as a porsistent 
and unappreciated artist in any other sphere. As he pours, his poison in 
(ithello’s car and watches sense, balance, picd@ment, faith, one by one 
succumbing, Mr. Evans reveals the exaltation which, far more than any 
grouse about lack of promotion, accounts for his deviltry.

Beethoven Symphonies 


FIRST AND LAST AT PHILHARMONIC 


The performance of Beethoven's first and last symphonies, 
which constituted the entire programme of the Royal Philharmonic 
Society's concert at the Queen's Hall last week, was more than a 
very good lesson in musical biography or history. It was also 
a lesson in the art of conducting to obtain the maximum effect 
with the minimum of effort. For long periods during the playing 
of the first Svmphony, Weingartner seemed content to leave the 
orchestra to. get on with the job. In this Symphony the procedure 
was very satisfactory, for it will not stand a good deal of 
pulling about such as some conductors delight in, and althonzh it 
was difficult to point to any outstanding feature of the performance, 
it was clean, well-balanced and correct. The Ninth Symphony 
calls for much more control (an unwieldy chorus plus orchestra 
and four soloists can easily get out. of hand) and Weingartner's 
personal predilections were more to the fore, especially in the first 
movement (which seemed to me to need rather more forceful drive) 
and in the slow movement. But for once in a way, the choral 
section of the final movement was treated with nice discrimination 
so as to subdue the weaknesses and emphasise the strengths, 
making it sound really impressive and almost artistically justified. 
The B.B.C. Chorus acquitted itself magnificently, the male voice 
chorus sounding especially fine, and the four soloists were reason. 
ably adequate, which is as much, perhaps, as one can expect of any 
soloists in this particular work. 


Popular Sunday Concerts 


A PROMISING BEGINNING 

Qne may ignore any extravagant claims of Queens Hall and 
Albert Hall standard which may have been put forward on beha!f of 
serge Krish’s “New Metropolitan Symphony Orchestra,” which 
made its first public appearance at the Trocadero Cinema on Sunday 
afternoon, and must judge this venture, on its strict artistic and 
commercial merits. Then one can say that while it is not going 
to make the music world sit up and take notice to any extent 
‘although there is no reason why other, and far better orchestras 
should not have undertaken such a venture, it is quite likely to cause 
excitement in the cinema world. The Trocadero was reasonab|y well 
filled with an audience larger than the Queen Hall could hold, 
and that audience was enthusiastic, 1f somewhat indiscriminating. 
To put it bluntly, at the moment, the “ New Metropolitan ” is little 
more than a glorified cinema orchestra, and not quite up to the 
technical standard of* ensemble playing that one gets from cer'ain 
London cinema orchestras. That is only to be expected, for it takes 
not only much rehearsal, but many public performances to create @ 
first-class symphony orchestra. At present the balance is bad, the
